Generally speaking, the 1945 blooming season was a favorable one. The early part of 
the season was the best ever, because of ample moisture and cool weather. But from mid- 
August on, the glads were needing rain, resulting in some mediocre bloom at the season’s 
end. The biggest thrill of the season was our winning the 3-spike grand championship 
at Garfield Park, Chicago with a seedling 387-41, now named Gleam. The second high- 
light of the year was the blooming of many beautiful seedlings. All of our spare 
time was spent in the seedling patch. We think we have some mighty nice ones coming up. 
Rose O’Day proved to be one of our very best breeders. Again 90% of our best seedlings 
came from 10% of our crosses. We made our biggest advancement in the lavender and 
rose shades. A good half acre of seedlings was bloomed with a gratifying amount of seed 
harvested through the generous assistance of Miss Carol Webb. 

The best new variety bloomed was Milton Jack’s Dawn Glow. The best seedling was 
Lins’ tall white seedling now named Virgin. A generous amount of seed was harvested 
from both. We predict a very bright future for prolific Virgin, certainly one of the best 
originations of the year. Kestrel proved to be the best of the new Palmer originations. 
Quite a complete account of our season’s blooming is being printed in the Gladiolus An- 
nual published by the Maine Gladiolus Society. And by the way, if you are seeking an 
evening of very pleasant entertainment put a dollar in an envelope and address it to Mrs. 
M. J. Walenta, secretary of Maine Gladiolus Society, South China, Maine. You'll be sur- 
prised. Of course the New England Society still is the leading society. Regular member- 
ship which entitles you to their annual and 6 bi-monthly magazines is $2.00. — Albin K.

GRATITUDE 


(Amrita X Arethusa) (160-40) 


Gratitude may best be described as a 
greatly improved Barcarole, resembling it 
mostly in color, being practically the same 
hue. Gratitude is heavy substanced, fancily 
ruffed and very tall, comparing with the 
famed King Lear for stretchiness of spike. 
It is a salmon-orange with a sharp yellow 
throat blotch. Opens 5-7, 54-inch florets 
on tall, strong, wire-like stems and blooms 
as well from small bulbs as some varieties 
do from large. Placement is not always 
perfect. Growing habits are gratifying. A 
high order of beauty and a delightful bas- 
ket flower. I consider Gratitude a sure com- 
mercial and one of my best. Early midsea- 
son. (Gleam won over Gratitude on the 
show table at Garfield Park, Chicago, both 
in equally fine condition.) Gratitude proved 
to be one of the two best varieties tested by 
the Interstate Gladiolus Growers’ Club out 
of 57 seedlings submitted.

GLEAM 
(Autumn Gold X Arethusa) (387-41) 


Gleam is the criterion of beauty in style, 
color and ruffling; its substance is reminis- 
cent of carved ivory. It’s unusually lustrous 
texture is crystalline and waxy, due in part 
to the remarkable thickness of its petals. 
It opens 4 to 5, 5-5 in. florets of a clear 
light yellow on stems of medium height 
(4% ft.). Its attachment is stiff and rigid 
though too far from the stem to handle well. 
An early midseason bloomer which does 
well from small bulbs. Its sheer beauty was 
attested by its winning the 3-spike grand- 
championship of the Illinois show at Gar- 
field Park conservatory in Chicago. It was 
also awarded the ribbon for most ruffling. 
An excellent grower in the field in every 
way. A fancier’s favorite. See picture on 
cover.

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POET’S DREAM 

(Gloaming X Shirley Temple) (39-82) 

In Poet’s Dream we have a contender for 
the most beautiful lavender. Its 44-inch 
florets are handsomely ruffled, heavy tex- 
tured, round in shape, and precisely set on 
tall, strong stems. It is a melody of color, 
the clear light lavender blends into a clean, 
creamy throat. Flowerheads are a bit too 
short for a perfectly proportioned spike 
(24-26 in.) and the florets lose their size as 
they bloom up the stem. Probably best 
classified in the 300 size group though it will 
be grown to the 400 size just as often. An 
excellent teammate with Lavender and 
Gold; larger but not as early. Blooms in 
about 85 days. This flower won many friends 
at the Sioux City, Iowa show in 1944 where 
it was judged the best seedling. Growing 
habits are ideal and a likely commercial. A 
dream in color, form, texture and ruffling.

744-41 (Mix) We call this “Commercial White” 
for short. May best be described as a taller, 
whiter, ruffled Maid of Orleans of commercial 
possibilities. Prolific. Has been very fine. 


389-41 (Autumn Gold X Arethusa) A sister seed- 
ling to Gleam, not quite as fancy but still nice. 


896-41 (Mix) Like Rose O’Day but not as refined. 
Had giant spikes of this two years ago. Hasn’t 
showed up since. 


5915-41 (Gloaming X Rose O’Day) See picture on 
page 5. We’ve had quantities of spikes like the 
one shown. | Gave promise of being a leading 
variety as it has all the qualities except one. 
It builds such a tall spike with so many buds 
that during hot spells there just isn’t enough 
starch in the stem to hold it up, consequently 
it crooks! About the color of Gloaming (very 
light purple) with a large cream throat and 
what a spike! Planted late it probably will do 
all right. Wish someone would take hold of 
this and breed a tough stem on it. All it needs. 
Very prolific. 





POET’S DREAM (38-82) “Delicate Lavender Prim” Numbers are hard to 
remember when you have so many of them, so 
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gradually this one came to be known thusly. 
A seedling of Lavender and Gold and a very, 
very beautiful thing. Just too nice to throw 
away. Beautiful color and ruffling. Only opens 
3 and in our experience doesn’t open too well 
in water. 


“Like King Arthur’ Lost the seedling number. 
Just like King Arthur, a very good grower, 
bulb maker but is inclined to crook. 


800-41 *’Regal Red’’ Hindenberg’s Memory X 
Liberator. A tall large red, two white lines in 
the throat. Opens 3 but the flowers are mas- 
Sive. Late. 


275-41 (Incense x Sweetheart) X New Era. 
Fragrant. As beautiful as New Era ever was. 
Modern standards would say it’s not big enough. 
But what a beauty! Color, ruffling. A medium 
decorative. Spike tends to be a little short. Very 
prolific indeed! 


11-42 Gloaming or Lavender and Gold seedling. 
A tall rose with a large cream throat. We had 
this planted near Charmaine in our early cut 
flower section and the latter looked sick by 
comparison. 


229-42 (New Era X Rosalie) A color marvel in 
rose-red. Unfortunately it has short flowerheads. 
Here they are, look them over. We predict 

that some will be named.

BLESSED DAMOZEL (440) (Baerman) (Late mid- 
season) A new edition of New Era that seems to 
be more vigorous. Rather short for us during 
the dry spell this past summer. (L $1.00; 10- 
$8.00) (M .60; 10-$4.80) (S .35; 10-$2.80) Blbts. 
10-.25; 100-$2.00. 


BLUE ADMIRAL (378) (Christ) (Late) We cut 
quantities of this late rich dark blue all last 
season which were welcomed by the florist. 
Bloomed very well in dry weather. Florets 
lose their size as they bloom up the stem. The 
best dark blue. (L 3-.25; 10-.75) (M 4-.25; 10- 
50) (S 10-.35) Blbts. Pkg. .20. 


BLUE BEAUTY (376) (Pfitzer) (Early) One of 
the best medium blues. It is a tall, strong 
grower and produces up to 5 large wide open 
blooms. The best blue to use for hybridizing. 
(L 3-.25; 10-.75) (M 4-.25; 10-.50) (S 10-.35) 
Blbts. .20 pkg. 


BURMA (462) (Palmer) (Midseason) Burma is 
unusual in its rich coloring, very heavy sub- 
stance, and fine ruffling. The color is a rich 
rose-red somewhere between red and purple; 
the spike is of good height and of fine arrange- 
ment. Attachment was loose for us this year 
and the florets crushed or marred easily with 
handling. Becoming very popular. (L_ $1.00;

CENTENNIAL (536) (Fischer) (Late) We have 
had some perfectly marvelous spikes of this 
stalwart saucer-like scarlet giant this year. 
Opens 5-6 large blooms on a long flowerhead. 
Centennial blooms much more beautifully when 
it is planted early and from large bulbs. Has 
won high honors at several shows. (L_ .20;

CHAMOUNY ((460) (Baerman) (Midseason) A 
distinct and very unusual shade of cerise-rose 
with a silver line around the edge of each 
petal. Some plants grow nice and tall like 
young willow trees; others come short. Appeals 
to the unusual and was much admired by gar- 
den visitors. (L .25; 10-$2.00) Blbts. .25 pkg. 


CHEHALEM (452) (Becker (Early) A tall bril- 
liant red that looked promising as a commer- 
cial, makes nice bulbs and is prolific. Recom- 
mended. (L $1.00; 10-$8.00) (M .75; 10-$6.00) 
(S .50; 10-$4.00) Blbts. 4-.25; 100-$5.00. 


CHIEF MULTNOMAH (480) (Ellis) (Midseason) 
A chocolate smoky enhanced by a red blotch in 
the throat. One of our favorite smokies. Tall 
and very vigorous plants produce 4-6 blooms 
on lengthy spikes. Performed very well during 
dry weather last summer and the only smoky 
we grow for the florists. Spikes need to be cut 
as they come into bloom or they will lop over 
in the field. (L 10-.70) (M 10-.50) (S 10-.35) 
Blbts. .20 pkg. 


CHINA MAID (432) (Fischer) (Midseason) China 
Maid is a tall, rich, glowing salmon offset by a 
bright yellow throat. Becoming very popular 
as it is one of our best sellers but needs to 
propagate faster to be a first-rate commercial. 
If you tire of Picardy, try China Maid. (L .20; 
10-$1.20) (M .15; 10-$1.20) (S .10; 10-.80) Blbts. 
10-.15; 100-$1.00. 


CORONA (440) (Palmer) (Midseason) One of the 
season’s most captivating flowers was tall, dis- 
tinctive Corona. It comes well-named since 
a corona of light rose pink encircles a creamy 
throat. Believe it to be one of Palmer’s best. 
Opens 6-8 large, wide-open blooms on a lengthy 
straight spike. A cluster of large fat bulblets 
comes well attached to each bulb as one lifts 
them out of the ground. A leading commercial. 
(L 2-.25; 10-$1.00) (M 2-.20; 10-.80) (S 10-.50) 
Blbts. .20 pkg. 


COVER GIRL (442) (La Salle) (Midseason) A 
very tall medium pink that opens up to ten 
515” florets on long flowerheads. With but one 
season’s growing the florets proved to be loose- 
ly attached. Very prolific. (L $2.00; 10-$16.00) 
(M $1.50; 10-$12.00) (S $1.00; 10-$8.00) Blbts. 
10-$2.00; 100-$12.00. 


CRINKLE CREAM (410) (Ellis) (Midseason) A 
ruffled pale yellow with wide open florets, good 
placement and average height. Good propaga- 
tor and germinator. Quite popular on the show 
table.

DAISY MAE (441) (Lins) (Midseason-Late) Tall, 
husky, prolific Daisy Mae built some imposing 
spikes for us last summer. Recommended as a 
commercial because of its easy growing habits, 
however, it definitely lacks color appeal. A 
rather coarse orangy pink or dull salmon 
blends into a deeper blotch; not as contrasted 
as the picture on page 9 would seem to depict. 
Opens 7 five and one-half inch florets on tall 
spikes. (Any size bulb $2.00) 


DIEPPE (452) (Hassall) (Midseason) A beautiful 
shade of velvety salmon-scarlet with a slightly 
deeper throat that has the color appeal of the 
old, but famed Pfitzer’s Triumph. Opens 6 wide 
open, well arranged florets on good spikes. 
Seems to be a good grower. Our favorite of 
all of Elmer Gove’s introductions of last year. 
(L $2.00; 10-$16.00) 


DISCOVERY (519) (Baerman) (Early Midseason) 
Very tall, heavily ruffled cream to light yellow 
with a small distinctive red star in the throat. 
Tall straight stems which open 5 to 6 large 
florets. Very distinctive and a likely commer- 
cial. (L .50; 10-$4.00) (M .35; 10-$2.80) (S .25; 
10-$2.00) Blbts. 15-.25; 100-$1.50. 
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DR. WHITELY (516) (Riley) (Midseason) A vig- 
orous remarkably clear yellowish apricot with a 
golden throat. Our experiences with this one 
have been quite favorable. (L .35; 10-$3.00) 
(S .20; 10-$1.50) Blbts. 10-.25; 100-$2.00. 


EARLY ROSE (362) (Jack) (Early) Very popular 
pleasing shade of medium rose. A florists’ 
favorite. Excellent for early cut flowers. (L 
3-.25; 10-.65) Blbts. .20 pkg.
